-EVERBERATIONS from the seven per cent 
production tax on all provincial farm prod- 
ucé continue to ripple through Alberta. ‘The tax 
has been denouneed by a large number of farmers 
throtighout the Province, althougl. the Govern- 
ment ‘has ‘emphatically stated that where the pro- 
. ‘due tax and its clauses have been thoroughly 
. “explained te the various meetings held, the people 
havé voted in favor of the imposition of the tax. 
That statement sounds sweet, but the tax called 
tor is still seven per cent, no matter how the Pro- 
vincial Goverutnent explains it. The fact that 
there are no provisions in the act for the cancel- 
lation. or reduction of the present land taxes adds 
further to the suspicion with which the farmer 
‘views the tax, 

‘It is, though, extremely doubtful if this act 
will ever be put into effect even if the Supreme 
Gourt declares. its clauses constitutional. The 
Ahberhart Government does not stand on. any too 
firm. ground with the electors of the Province at 
the present time, and. it seems highly improbable 
that the Social Grediters would risk a further loss 
of support which would be a natural result of the 
imposition and enforcement of this tax. 

Probing into the crystal ball, one might eas- 
ily s¢e this act shelved, with/an accompanying 
declaration by some member of the Government 
that this second cancellation was, in efféct, a sec- 
ond basic dividend issued to the people of the 
Province, and bearing no interest. (THe first 
dividend, if our readers will remember, was the 
cancellation of the two per cent sales tax).

“PHE proposal of the Provincial Government to 
T re-roule the Calgary-Edmonton highway is 
ung that is drawing well deserved criticism trom 
the, towns, now situated on the main road, Many 


towns south of Red Deer will be missed if the- 


road routing now planned is put into effect. Dele- 
gations from the interested towns have appeared 
before W. A. Fallow, Minister of Public Works, 
- asking him to reconsider the routing as now 
planned, as business in fhe various towns missed 
by the road wili undoubtedly suffer as a result 
of the change. 


These towns have been largely responsible 
for the building up and the settling of the Prov- 
ince. . They were established long before any Cal- 
gaty-Edmonton highway was dreamed of, and’ it 
seems unfair to the business men and residents of 
these communities to set the highway deliberately 
away from the towns which should be linked by 
the best possible roads. The highway can be 
straightened, widened and improved without miss- 
ing all intervening towns, and it is only on this 
‘point that the delegations ask consideration, 

While the highway south of Ponoka has not 
yet been ré-routed, it seems probable that such a 
step will be taken in the near future, a step which 
might easily harm. the business in Lacombe if the 
road is changed to miss the town. There are ad- 
vantages to both sides of the question on whether 
or not a main highway should be run through a 
town, but, if the highway through Lacombe was 
changed, business here would undoubtedly suffer. 

[Lacombe is not an actively interested party 
as yet, but the business ten of the town should 
watch curefully developments of the highway 
being built to the south, so as te be prepared tu 
defend their interests in the future,

Tt was suggested to me that. I pass on my im- 
pressions of this film in this column; I hesitated 
at first, because so much as been written, and yet 
it was such a heautful experience, living with 
Snow White and the Seven Dwarfs, and all their 


~ little animal friends, for a brief hour and a half, 


that I thought I would try at least to give some 
idea of the way this much. discussed film struck 
me, Altogether it was too wonderful to grasp 
at one sitting! It is a monument to beauty; a 
triumph of photography, and an example of 
patience, that can only be partially surmised by 
the uninitiated. - 

During the three years it took to “build” this 
work of art, its creators must have learned to 
love the scores of animals who run, work and 
play so happily and busily through the film. 
Every little rabbit, squirrel, deer or bird. must 
have become very real to the artists. The expres- 
sions of delight, content, smugness, horror and 
love, etc., that are mirror on the countenances of 
the smallest animal are a sheer delight. To watch 
the blue-birds sing a quartet with Snow White, 
in which the smallest one trilled and trilled, till 
its very exuberance lifted it clean into the air, is 
something not easily forgotten. 


Most fairy stores have as their moral that 
“crime doesn’t pay,” the triumph of good over 
evil, but in this film, the moral is not hard to 
tuke. ‘The seven dwarfs are so lovable, just the 
sort of folks you can find in any community. The 
leader, “Doc,” who hasn’t met him? A dear, fussy 
old body, who want to do the right thing, and 
who is quite jealous of his dignity. The second 
most important dwarf, “Grumpy”—isn’t there just 
such a perpetual grouch in most- districts? 
“Happy,” the little fat dwarf, with the jolly, round 
face of the born optimist. “Sleepy.” the poor 
fellow, who is always ton tired to work. “Bash- 
ful,” the epitome “of the: tongue-tied, but well- 
meaning young man, who is always at a loss for 
words to express his emotions, “Sneezy,” the poor 
fellow with a perpetual cold in his head. J.ast, 
but not least, comes “Dopey,” the most lovable 
of all the dwarfs; not bright, but with very good 
intentions, always. ready to help, but his efforts 
being :nainly more useless than not. Just a‘dear, 
simple, lovable soul. - , Pe 

What a touch of insight is shown in the 
comedy of the good-bye kisses, bestowed on the 
dwarfs by Snow White. Six of the dwarfs are 
content ‘to raise their hats and receive hér kiss 
on their bald pates, but not Dopey. He runs to 
her, and purses up his lips like a baby for a kiss, 
What mother’s heart Will not be stirred by this 
small incident? 

The wicked, beautiful Queen turning herself 
into a witch is the most gorgeous example of 
photgraphy yet seen on the screen, The swirl 
of her magnificent robes, the beautiful lips that 
turn into a wide, toothless cavity, emitting hor- 
rible sounds, which once seen will not be forgot- 
ten. The subtle touch of the skeleton, whose 
fleshless hand is lying. within a few inches of a 


water jug, which might have meant life to it; the. 
use of the two large vultures, waich accompany. 


the witch on her way, and circling ever around, 
ready to prey on her body as it falls to its doom 
down the cliffs. 

Snow While is the embodiment of goodness, 
just the dream-child each mother would be 
pleased to call-her own, so loving and forgiving, 
in spite of her wicked step-mother, so desirous 
of love. industrious, yet with it all happy and 
child-like. As the film progresses it,is hard to 
realize that this dainty little figure is not a real 
child, but only a series of, drawings. She becomes 
so real that if seems natural to rejoice with her 
in her happy moments, and to sorrow with her 
in. her tribulations, and to shudder with horror 
at the gruesome death being prepared for this 
lovely little figure by the wicked Queen. 

The grief of the dwarfs is too poignant to 
leave anyone unmoved. The quite tragic grief 
of “Doc,” the unrestrained sobbing of “Grumpy” 
and the hopeless sorrow of “Dopey,” who has to 
find someone’s arms in which to sob out his 
broken heart, are beautifully depicted. 

It is all so natural, and applicable to our 
everyday life, that when love rises triumphant 
after so many seemingly insurmountable difficul- 
lies, it gives one back a little ray of hope, that 
perhaps in time RIGHT will rise again supreme, 
and prove that the dreamers of dreams have some 
foundation for their belief in the fundamenta!

In the case of the borrower, 
credit is the personal ssi0n 
or attribute of the indiyidual— 
you youreelf, if you are the bor- 
rower — in character, goods, 

ssions, integrity, ability 
and willingness to repay. 


Your credit is not social, in 
the sense of belonging to ‘the 
community. When you have 
credit, it is your own just as 
your money in a savi ac- 
count is your own. The people 
at large have no conceiva le 
claim upon it. 


Who monetizes credit? 


The answer for all practical 
purposes is this: The man who 
owns and therefore controls his 
credit takes the initiative. The 
bank does not go to him. He 
goes to. the bank and asks it to 
enable him to obtain credit in 
spendable form in exchange for 
his own unspendable credit. 
The bank does 80; and charges 
him a rental in the form of 
interest, until he repays. 


. What happens when he se- 
cures this credit in spendable 
form? 


He spends it. 


He pays the wages of labour, 
the cost of raw materials and of 
manufacture; the cost of seed, 
of feed for hogs and cattle, or 
the expenses of cultivating and 
harvesting; of buying bait or 
catching fish; of cutting trees or 
transporting goods, 


The whole banking process is 
made possible by the concentra- 
tion and cautious handling of 
other people’s money, 


Banks simply dare not risk 
their own solvency and 80 jeo- 
pardize the safety of their de- 
positors’ funds, by m loans 
to people who have neither char- 
acter nor credit—nor by mak-
